It is the opinion of this Board that all 
requests for sliding on City Streets be 
turned over to the City Council by having 
the party interested in same make a direct 
request to the Council. 


The Committee on Garbage was requested 
to make a thorough survey of the matter of 
garbage collection services and the charges 
made therefore. 


After considerable discussion about the 
sanitary land fill and its future needs, in- 
cluding the possibility of an incinerator, 
Chairman Milks appointed Mr. Rhead, Mr. 
Yanz, and Mr. Walker as a committee to 
study the above items. 

Letter from Mr. Gerald Graham referred 
to this Board by the City Council, relative 
to transfer of jurisdiction of certain county 
drains. 


Moved and supported that the Board of 
Public Service recommend to the City Coun- 
cil that the drains referred to by Mr. 
Graham, be transferred to City jurisdiction.
